A flock of Canada Geese have 
become unwanted visitors again this 
year on some Lake Charlevoix front- 
age in Boyne City and the DNR will 
help capture and relocate the fow! for 
the second time in as many years. 

Attracted by the neatly trimmed 
lawns and the nutritional content of 
the fertilized grass, the geese come 
to breed, nest and subsequently leave 
a mess behind on the lawns and in the 
water with their droppings, said Har- 
borage Condominiums Association 
board member Roy Mastic. Because 
of how sandy the area is, the grass 
requires water and fertilizer to keep 
it growing. 

“It’s goose heaven, apparently.” 
Mastic said. 

He said it would seem that the 
nesting spots — on empty lots — 
would disappear as the shoreline gets 
developed. 

But they still “find a way to build 
nests.” he said. 

At their meeting last Tuesday, 
Boyne City commissioners agreed to 
a request by owners of Harborage 
Condominiums. Harborage Marina 
Condominiums and the Water Street 
Inn. to send a letter to the DNR in sup- 
port of removing the geese. 

Within the next week or so, DNR 
wildlife biologist Brian Mastenbrook 
will work with the three groups to 
coral the birds. 

The geese molt their wings in the 
beginning of July, rendering them 
flightless. This one-week window is 
when they will be captured.

He was instrumental in designing the 
lakeshore stabilization program around Veteran's 
Park completed in the early 1970s and has served 
on many city boards as well. His tenure on the 
commission saw the development of the city’s 
Air/Industrial Park, 

Bunker recalls her father patiently listening 
then weighing all differing viewpoints laid before 
him as a commissioner and “praying for the right 
answer.” 

He “retired” from his commission seat after 
16 years in 1997 saying, “The satisfaction of this 
job comes from being honest and truthful in al} 
your dealings with the constituents, while 
working to make our community 4 better place.” 

Those words have always and stil] do apply to 
all areas of Jean and Bill's lives. 

And while they established in their children, 
as Bunker stated, “Godly values through their 
example,” the greater community has benefited 
from their example as well.

w in his fight against cancer, K.C. Smith 
has captured the heart of the community 


A little boy got out of a van in 
front of K.C. Smith's house. handed 
the Smith’s a $100 check, and iden- 
tified himself as being from Mrs. 
Vondra’s class. 

A $2.000 deposit anony- 
mously appeared in a bank 
account for K.C. 

“TP have no idea where it 
came from and Pm not ask- 
ing.” said Kirk Smith, 
K.C."s dad. 

A S28 check arrived 
with a note of encourage- 
ment from a stranger in 
California. The Korean War 
veteran, who Jost his leg in 
the war, read about K.C."s 
fight with cancer in the 
newspaper and was com- 
pelled to contact him, 

The moneys, unsolicited. 
has been offered to [0-vear- 
old K.C.s family to help 
pay for expenses not cov- 
ered by insurance. since he 
began his battle with os- 
tvosarcoma in the begin: 
ning of April. 

Not onts are there lodg- 
ing. travel and other costs 
to cover, but K.C.’s mother, 
Crystal, has also quit her 
job at Carter's Food Center 
so she can be with K.C, dur- 
ing hisevtended stays atthe 
hospital. Kirk takes time 
away from his job at Northern Ware- 
housing as well, and said his boss has 
been understanding. 

The tumor which was located 
close ta K.C."s right knee on his bone 
had grown to the size of halfa soft- 
ball despite chemotherapy. and three 
weeks ago his leg was amputated 

Even though the tumor has been 
removed. K.C. will sti have to un- 
dergo another 46 weeks of chemo- 
therapy. which will probably mean 
five days away trom home ata time. 
He will likely be fined with a pros- 
thesis in one to two more months. 

“His spirits are high. He wants to 
get up and walk really bad. He suill 
wants to play sports and hockey.” 
Kirk said. 


“He's a tough kid. He’s a hockey 
player.” 
It was K.C.'s favorite sport where 


the outpouring of support for the 


K.C. Smith and his father Kirk, 
both sported close-cropped hair 
cuts following the chemotherapy 
treatments K.C. underwent for 
cancer. 


Smiths began three months ugo. 

“Hockey started tall out.” Kirk 
said. Members of Boyne Area 
Hockey Association held fundraisers 
as soon as they heard of K.C.’s con- 
dition. Other groups and individuals 
followed suit holding car washes, 
banquets and other fundraising 
events, 

The Snauths are in awe and appre- 
clative of the tremendous support 
from within the community and from 
those thes ve never met. 

Because of it. they don’t have to 
worry about their bills and can con- 
centrate on K.C. 

“Pknow if we lived in a big city, 
this all wouldn't be happening.” Kirk 
said.

Tune into our natural world

~The Environment.” 

It's 4 catch-phrase hese days. causing same ta 
sermonize, others 10 cringe, and the rest of us to 
fall somewhere in between. But no mater how the 
words make you feels the undeniable fact is that 
the environment is the one thing in which we all 
have a vested interest. The air you're breathing 
right now, the lawn the kids are playing on, that 
tomato you had on your burger at lunch: they are 
all impacted by how we take care of the place 
Where We live. 

am not going to go on about the urgency of 
saving the planet. or the plight of the wetlands or 
what have you. though these are worthy topics. 
But as sonigone who loves growing things, [do 
feel the need to reflect once ina While on how 
what I do affects the world around me. 

Most of us are “gardeners” in some sense of 
the word. whether it’s a true passion, or just 
tending the lawn and a few shrubs. In any case. 
we are caretakers of a plece of the environment. 
And every piece affects the one next to tt. and so 
on. No one’s yard or gardening space exists ina 
vacuum: the poundaries we create are legal. 
practical, yet%ultimately, imaginary. And for 
plants, animals, and other living things residing 
there, irrelevant. 

Sometimes it’s easy just to spray a few weeds. 
ora few insect invaders, and think it a relatively 
harmless and isolated act. And so it may be. But 
multiply it by repeated applications. and the 
possibility that everyone else may be doing it. 
some on a much larger scale. and just consider 
then the potential arnount of poisons being 
introduced into the environment. 

Maybe I've just been lucky — my gardening 
woes have been limited to the odd nibbling insect. 
more annoying than damaging, prolitic weeds (are 
there any other kind?), and the occasional mysteri- 
ously withered plant. My dog probably does more 
damage to my garden than anything else. Perhaps 
if I'd had more severe infestations, or rampant 
disease, I might have been tempted to use drastic 
measures. But as it is, } just don‘ take my “right” 
to have a “perfect” garden that seriously. Espe- 
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cially when there are natural salutions available. 

Pm not saying that no one should ever use 
chemicals in their garden. Certainly, there are 
cases in which the only viable solution to a 
problem exists in the form of a fungicide or the 
like: sometimes i's a matter of saving the whole 
garden. or a large portion of it, in which case it 
seems reasonable to use what may be the only 
effective Meany available, What ham saying is 
that in many cases itis simply unnecessary, and 
we should not be so quick to grab a spray bottle to 
save a few minutes of repeat weeding oF to 
achieve that “unblemished” expanse of lawn, 

Irs really just a mater of getting good infor- 
mation. ff you're imerested in practical, organic 
solutions, call the Master Gardener's association. 
the DNR. or your local agricultural extension 
office. consult one of the many books avatlable on 
the subject. or check i out on the Internet, Talk to 
other gardeners. too: yome of the best solutions are 
discovered in local backyards. 

But it’s not just pesticides or herbicides at 
issue. There's also responsibility in planting. The 
purple loosestrife dilemma of recent years ds a 
pertect example. [Cs been listed in many peren- 
nial guides that E have perused. and looks perfectly 
harmless. quite pretty actually, but just look at the 
havoc it caused for the Boyne River and surround- 
ing area. We need to choose plants that compli- 
ment and blend with the environment. Just as we 
pick things that are suited to the climate, we must 
consider Whether they will co-habitate peacefully 
with the already existing Mora and fauna, espe- 
cially when what we plant has the potential to 
encroach on natural areas. Arming ourselves with 
knowledge. and being conscious of the impact of 
our actions is the best way to create 4 harmonious 
garden environment. 

Gardeners, of all people, should have a natural 
affinity for the environment, being intimately 
acquainted with the value of the earth and its 
resources. Garden responsibly; all it takes is a 
little awareness and a desire to keep the world a 
beautiful place for all living things.

storage space and plenty of banquct tables, it 
will be host to church banquets, potlucks and 
funeral luncheons. The church is also consider- 
ing renting the space to its own parishioners for 
family gatherings. 

As in the past, it will be made available for 
the funeral luncheons of other area churches 
should they require more space than their own 
facilities offer, but will not be open to the public 
for use or rental. 

Adjacent to the church’s back entrance and to 
the hall, is a large gathering place, decorated 
with the 353 personally engraved bricks parish- 
ioners bought to contribute to the building fund. 
Also accessible from the gathering place is a 
new sacristy. 

Barrier free sidewalks outside lead to three 
doorways, with the main entrance featuring a 
canopy for drop-offs and pick-ups which opens

The new changes will accommodate the 
entire parish, “the young and old and it was 
much needed,” said the Rev. Francis Partridge, 
pastor of St. Matthew’s.

making bomb 
threat at BCHS 


A 14-year-old male and 


» former Boyne City High 


School student, has been 
charged in 7th Probate 
Court with writing the May 
17 bomb threat inside the 
boy’s restroom at the high 
school. 

School administrators 
identified and spoke with 
two male suspects and each 
denied knowledge or 
involvement in the incident, 
according to Boyne City 
Assistant Police Chief Jeff 
Gettel. 

The administrators then 
contacted Boyne City 
Police and provided the 
officers with the identities 
of each suspect, and why 
they were considered 
suspects. 

Police interviewed 
potential witnesses, Gettel 
said, and then obtained a 
search warrant to seize any 
known handwriting of each 
suspect which was in 
possession of the school. 

Two additional search 
warrants were obtained, 
ordering each suspect to 
supply the police with 
handwriting examples under 
police supervision. 

The restroom door that 
had the threat written on it 
was removed from the 
bathroom stall. The entire 
door was transported along 
with the handwriting 
samples, by police, to the 
Michigan State Police East 
Lansing crime lab where 
analysis resulted in identifi- 
cation of one suspect as the 
writer of the bomb threat. 

The juvenile petition 
was authorized by 
Charlevoix County Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Mary Beth 
Kur, and subsequently 
signed by the investigating 
‘Officer, Gettel said. 

The bomb threat was 
found during a school board 
meeting around 8 p.m. and 
the building was evacuated 
and searched. No bomb was 
found.

Michigan State Police arrested

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Painting a colorful history 
of ‘East Jordan Remembers’ 


Jeanne Fyke is adding a bit of 
color to East Jordan's history with the 
stroke of her paintbrush. 

Black and white photos fro 
“East Jordan Remembers" a collec: 
tion of stories about the city’s past, 
are the object of her oil paintings, but 
Fyke has enlarged them and enliv- 
ened them with color, 

A completed work of a commu- 
nity band around the 1900s, based on 
a photograph found on page 17, is 
currently hanging at the Jordan River 
Arts Council for its Invitational Art 
Exhibition. 

The muted yellows, browns and 
oranges in which Fyke recreated it, 
fit the sombemness of the photo’s sub- 
jects. The unsmiling faces, no doubt 
a practice of turn-of-the-century pic- 
ture taking, seem ironic to Fyke.

A band member — or perhaps just 
a sign cartier — holds a hand painted 
sign on a stick which reads “Band 
Concert To Night By-Gosh.” The 
drum of a bushy bearded drummer 
with a top hat says “Reuben Concert 
Band.” 

Those two characters, along with 
a few select others are featured in the 
painting and Fyke replaced the store- 
front background of the photo with a 
murky blur.

We are now 
ready to start using the Athena automation system for checking 
books in and out, placing reserves, tracking overdues, and 


maintaining patron records, 


We want to make this change as easy as possible for staff and 


patrons. Here is how it will work: 


We will continue the “No Fines” period for overdue materials 


through Saturday, July 3. 


The library will be closed for staff training on the system on 


Monday, July 5. 


Starting Tuesday, July 6, all patrons will be asked to verify 
address and other information on their library card application. 
Assuming the patron has no overdue books or outstanding fines, 
they will be issued a new set of library cards. One of the cards is 
credit card size and can be carried in a wallet, and the other is a 
smaller card that can be attached to a key chain. One of these 
cards must be presented each time the patron wishes to check out 


materials. 


MichiCard users will have a Boyne District Library bar code 


affixed to their home library card. 


THE SERVICE AREA of the Boyne District Library 
includes the City of Boyne City, all of Evangeline, Bay, and 
Hayes Townships, and the portions of Eveline and Wilson 
Townships that are in the Boyne City School District. A person 
may have borrowing privileges at the Boyne District Library if 
he/she lives in or owns property in the established service area. 

People who do not qualify as residents of the library district 
and do not have a valid MichiCard from a participating library, 
may elect to purchase borrowing privileges. Non-resident cards 
will be issued to individuals or families for the fee of $36 per 
year, and may be purchased annually, semi-annually, or quar- 
terly. This new non-resident policy allows summer residents to 
borrow materials for three months for only $9. 


STOP IN the library after July 6 to receive a new library card 
and see how the Athena system works. It is a very user-friendly 
program, easily learned by patrons of all ages. Please have 
patience while we add patron information to the system and 
learn to handle the “snags” that are inevitable during any 


transition.

Seven sharp tines give Cal Deming’s spears the look of a 
devil's trident — with the exception, of course, of the four 
additional points. 

But Deming is anything but devilish and the spears he makes 
in his Boyne City garage are used strictly for fishing. 

“It’s a lost art,” he said of crafting the spears which he 
undertook upon retirement just over 10 years ago. 

A hexagonal handte of ash and inlaid walnut is threaded to a 
shaft with a brass farrow. A three-pound lead weight gives it heft 
and the head is made of three sets of steel tines. 

“Lots of hammering,” goes into the final product, he said. 

It closely resembles his grandfather’s spear which he's 
keeping for posterity, much like the utilitarian ones he sells to 
others who, to Deming’s amusement, “take them and hang them 
on the wall.” 

Years ago his grandfather showed him how to spear fish. 

“Shove it, don’t throw it,” is how Deming explains the 
technique. 

The colorful wooden fishing decoys he hand crafts are fated to 
the same plight as his spears — as accents on fireplace mantles or 
in dens. But he really doesn’t mind. 

Even Deming himself most often uses the simple red and 
white sucker for ice fishing — not wanting to mar the detailed 


designs he paints on others to create look-alikes of splake, pickerel. 


herring, perch, shark and the three-part musky which will “get a 
little more action,” he said. 

“You can probably pull in more pike with a red and white 
decoy,” he said. 

But any of them will attract up to 40 pound pike and musky. 
although he admits he's never caught a musky in his tife. 

His decoy designs are imitations from fish paintings he finds in 
books. He’s always looking for good books and full-size pictures 
would aid in capturing more detail. 

Then there are the shiny lures he stamps out of a dye. The ones 
with the blue designs are for steelhead, green are for lake trout and 
red for brown trout and salmon. 

His Python lures — originally designed for use on Lake 
Michigan — are now shipped to Alaska to catch large salmon. 

Ironically, even though he crafts the tools to catch fish, he 
doesn’t get a line wet as often as he did in the past. 

“It's not like it used to be,” he said, noting that the number of 
boats using Lake Charlevoix now don’t allow him the leisurely 
“come and go as you like” atmosphere he once enjoyed. 

He made up somewhat for the lost time on a recent trip to 
Larsen Bay, Alaska on Kodiak Island where he put one of his 
hand-crafted harpoons to the test in the Pacific Ocean on a hatibut 

weighing over 100 pounds. He only harpooned one, but 
caught plenty of other fish. 

Based on a design drawing by his nephew, Deming 
has made eight harpoons so far. He left his niece and 
nephew a handful of them to use on the charters they run 
out of their lodge on the island. 

“It’s one way to land your fish,” Deming said. 
Attached to the boat, the barbed hook allows for live 
fish, too large for the boat, to be pulled to shore. 

His wife Helen pulled out one of the giant frozen 
salmon filets her husband brought back with him from an 
ocean fishing trip. Thick and fleshy, it will certainly 
supply more than one tasty meal for the couple. 

Then it will be back to building the spears, harpoons, 
decoys and lures for those hoping to land the big one — 
of to spruce up a living room wall. 


Cal Deming’s decoys are pretty enough for a mantle, 
are designed primarily for fishing.

No person, firm, or corporation 
shall unreasonably make, assist in 
creating, continue to make, or cause 
to be made or continued, any noise 
disturbance. Noncommercial public 
speaking and public assembly activi- 
ties conducted on any public space 
or public right of way shall be exempt 
from operation under this section. No 
person shall operate or play, or per- 
mit the operation or playing of, any 
radio, television, phonograph, drum, 
musical instrument, sound amplifier or 
similar device which produces, repro- 
duces or amplifies sound in such a 
manner as to: 

(1) Create a noise disturbance 
across a real property boundary or 
within a noise sensitive Zone. If such 
a device is plainly audibte on the prop- 
erty of another or within a building 
other than that within which the de- 
vice is located, and if a complaint is 
made to the City Manager, their des- 
ignée, or Police Department regard- 
ing annoyance or disturbance as a re- 
sult of such device, this shall serve 
as prima-facie evidence of a violation. 

(2) Play or operate such devises 
at any time with a louder volume than 
iS necessary for convenient hearing 
for the persons who are in the room, 
chamber, vehicle or other place in 
which such an instrument, machine, 
set or device is operated and who are 
voluntary listeners thereto. 

(3) Create a noise disturbance in 
or ona motor vehicle on a public right 
of way, public space or space open to 
the general public, or in a boat on 
public waters. 


No person shail use or operate for 
any noncommercial purpose any loud- 
speaker, public address system or 
similar device between 10 p.m. and7 
a.m. of the following day so that the 
sound therefrom creates a noise dis- 
turbance across a residential real 
property, school, hospital area or any 
such noise sensitive boundary. 

No person Shall use any pile driver, 
shovel, hammer, derrick, hoist, trac- 
tor, roller or other construction appa- 
ratus between 10 p.m. and 7 a.m. of 
the following day, except for work on 
essential services, within 600 feet of 
a residence or noise sensitive zone. 

No person shail load, unioad, 
open, close or otherwise handle 
boxes, crates, containers, building 
materials, garbage cans or similar 
objects between 11 p.m. and 6 a.m. 
of the following day in such a manner 
as to cause a noise disturbance 
across a residential real property 
boundary or within a noise sensitive 
zone. 

No construction activities, includ- 
ing excavation, earthmoving and the 
erection, demolition, alteration, or re- 
pair of any building shall occur be- 
tween 8 p.m. and 7 a.m. if a noise dis- 
turbance can be heard across a real 
property boundary unless a permit is 

tained from the City Manager or 
their designee. 

No person shall sound or permit 
the sounding, from any place, of any 
electronically amplified signal from 
any stationary bell, chime, siren, 
whistle or similar device intended pri- 
marily for nonemergency purposes.

Owning, possessing or harboring 
any bird or other animal which fre- 
quently or for continued duration 
makes sounds which create a noise 
disturbance across a residential real 
property boundary or within a noise 
sensitive zone.

Any motorboat, launch or other

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‘Tis the season for scams 


By SHERIFF GEORGE LASATER 


In addition to bringing out swimmers and 
boaters, the warmer temperatures tend to bring out 
many of the scam artists who prey on unsuspect- 
ing and trusting homeowners. 

The Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Department 
is warning homeowners to be on the lookout for 
unsolicited visits by contractors, particularly those 
who say they just happened to be driving by and 
noticed that your roof, driveway, windows, or 
whatever, needs work. Citizens are cautioned to 
avoid entering into agreements with contractors 
who contact them in this manner. 

There are many cases of trusting individuals 
who have given sizable downpayments for repair 
work to be done by the nice young man who came 
to the door, never to hear from him or see their 
money again. In cases where work has been done, 
it may not have been done completely or correctly. 
Usually, attempts made to contact the person 
responsible prove fruitless. More than likely they 
have moved on to find another neighborhood ripe 
for the picking. 

The Charlevoix County Sheriff’s Department 
recommends that citizens do the following before 


June 30, 1999 


within three days of signing any contract solicited 


and signed in your home. You can do so by 


sending the contractor a registered letter stating 


your desire to cancel. 
If you have problems with a contractor: 


1) Try to resolve the matter before making 


final payment. 


2) Contact the local building inspector on 


questions of workmanship and code violations. 


3) Consider going to small claims court on 


matters involving less than $1,500. 

4) If fraud is suspected, file a criminal 
complaint with the local police or sheriff's 
department. 


In some instances you may have to seek the 


assistance of an attorney to resolve the matter. 


Seniors 60 years and older can contact the 


Agency on Aging for the telephone number of the 
legal services program providing legal services to 


the elderly in this area of the state. 


One other note of caution. If you are visiting 
your local homebuilders show and are tempted to 
enter one of the many prize drawings offered, you 


should realize that by entering, your name will 


more than likely be put on a mailing or call list. 
These lists are used by the company offering 


agreeing to have work done on their homes: 


1) Always deal with a licensed contractor and 


ask for proof of licensing status. 


2) Get references of those you are considering 


to have do the work. 


3) Get written estimates and be wary of 


“special low prices.” 


4) Get a written contact and have an attorney 
review it, especially if a large amount of money Is 


involved. 
5) NEVER pay in cash.

They will be herded with snow 
fence and chicken wire, bands will 
be put on their legs, and they'll be 
dropped off at beaver ponds, wet- 
lands or other suitable areas in state 
forest land. 

Last year 30 to 40 were taken to 
the Pigeon River Forest. northeast of 
Gaylord. It will be noted during the 
capture if any banded geese returned 
from last year 

“It’s been something we've been 
doing a lot of,” Mastenbrook said of 
moving geese. “But we're getting out 
of it now because it’s such a big job.” 

He noted that there are plenty 
more requests for the service from 
downstate and that next year licensed 
goose control people will need to be 
hired to take care of business. They 
will still need permission from the 
DNR. 

There are other techniques that 
can work, at least temporarily, to keep 
the geese at bay. 

One way is to grow a tall strip of 
grass which they are reluctant to 
cross because it can camouflage their 
predators. But Mastenbrook said 
once they learn to cross it, it’s no 
longer an effective barrier. 

Fencing, though unsightly, is an- 
other deterrent, as is running fishing 
line 8-12 inches high. 

Applying repellents to the grass, 
such as grape extract, is distasteful 
to the birds, and is a product the DNR 
and condo owners are investigating. 

“None of these things are fool 
proof. They’ re pretty smart critters,” 
Mastenbrook said. 

“We're looking for some humane 
way,” Mastic said. 

“They’re beautiful birds, but 
they’re awful pests,” he added. 

And while some people try to 
scare them away, others feed them 
enticing the birds to make themselves 
at home.

Boyne school budget approved 


The Boyne City School Board 
approved 1998-99 budget adjust- 
ments at its meeting Monday night 
increasing the district's fund equity 
by over $200,000, 

Revenues came in at $10,254,966 
and expenditures at $10,050,015. The 
overage increases the district's fund 
equity to $1,351,646. 

The board also adopted the 1999- 
2000 budget with estimated revenues 
of $9,982,146 and expenses at 


$10,708,613, leaving a budget defi- 
cit of $726,467. 

A $200,000 pricetag for comput- 
ers is included in the expenses, and 
is reflected in the budget deficit 
amount as well, although the expen- 
diture will be postponed until after 
the audit. 

The 1999-2000 projected budget 
deficit will reduce the fund equity 
balance to $625,179.
